"East of Japan there is what is 


known as the 'tuscarora deep,' a 
.great area -where the ocean Is 4,600 
fathoms, or about five miles In depth. 
This is the greatest abyss in the 
world ancl the source of the greatest 
distprbances^eretorojje known. 


"I have shown that earthquakes 


are caused by leakage of -.the sea 
through the earth's crust. The leak- 
age is proportionate to the depth. 
"The earthquakes in -^apan are 


dated back many centuries, as far as 
history goes. This deep sea 'is the 
cause of-them. 
Thte earthquakfe Is 


reported to have occupied sis' min- 
utes of tjnje. which shows thaV the 
lava under the earth's crust was ad- 
justing itself from, the sea toward 
the land.
